‘Font, the external walts being of 


Canton brick, plaster faced with 
decorative mouldicgs. On .the 
Duddel Street side the building 
is four stories high, whilst on the 
Tce House Streat side three stories 
are presented, this being due tothe 
differ:ng levels of the two streets. 


The entrance to the Clud is from 
Ice .Housa Street, and on the}: 


ground floor accommodation is 
provided for a vestibule, entrance 
ball, grand staircase, one large 
billiard room (33'6" x 27'0"), one 
arnall billiard room (271 x 170°), 
reading roam (:7'0" x 160"},-bar 
(33°6" x 17'0"), Secretary's Office, 
servants’ rooms, lavatories, etc 
The accommodation on the first 
floor comprises dining hall (35°0" 
x 270") library (346° x 270), 
retiring or tea roam (280° x 15°0°), 
card room (34'6" x 19°0"), seregats’ 
rooms, etc. A wide verandah Bes 
also been provided. Betwoothe 
Grstand second floorsa Mezzanine 
floor bes been built, in which wil 
housed the kitchen, 
and additional servants’ 
modation. On ‘the second 
a spacious ball room hes been 
provided, with ladies’ and 
gents’ retiring rooms on each 
side. Ladies’ cloak and dressing 
rooms.have been provided and 
algo cloak rooms for gentlemen. 
The size of the ball room is 580” 
x 27'0" giving a floor area of 1,556 
square feet for dancing. The 
verandah along the whole front 
vf the ball’ room gives added 
accommodation. The ball 
room has a coved. ceilin’, 
tiebly psnelied and moulded 
throughout, and the floor 
has been specially designed» and 
constructed for danciog. The 
gtand staircase of the’ building, 
of fire-proof construction, has 
been encased in polished teak, 
with handsome wrought iron 
balastrading. AN the internal 
walls snd ceilings have been 
finished in plas:er with -eorich- 
ments and panelliogs, whilst the 
walls of the ball room have 
p:lasters with moulded caps and 
bases, the ribs to the cailing 
being suitably enriched. The 
floors of the verandahs, entrance 
ball, etc.. have been covered with

MISSIONARY WORK, 


The National Christian 
; Council. 

Our Shanghai correspondent 
advised usa few days ago af the 
formation of a National Christian 
Council to co-ortinate the work of 
the protestant churches in China. 
A bulletin from th National Chris. 
tian Conferenca states that this 
matter was discussed on the fourth 
day of the big Shanghai Conferenca 

The programme for the fourth day 
began with the presentation of the 
report on the propesed National 
Christian Council, which came in 
the form of a section of the very in. 
teresting report of Commission Y, 
dealing with Coordination and Co 
operation in the work of the Church 
in China. The delegates met for 
the morning session with spacial 
anticipatiun of this topic, since it 
had been evident froox-the opening 
seasion of the Conftrence that this 
would be ene of the most vitally 
Finteresting subjecta presented to 
the Conference asd one on which 
vigorous debate might be expected.

Genoa, May 21. 

The Russian reply complains that the effort to obtain ccn- 
diderauon of the most important problem of credits and loans has 
acen ignored by the Aled memorandam, which, howeves, seeks 
to impose on Russia the condition at the outset that she must 
accept al! liabilities, It contends that Russia’s good faith as 
regards the settlement of debts is demonstrated by ber desire not 
yo sssume engagements of which she is incapable of carrying out. 
The reply further c:mplains that Russia has been singled 
out for ostracism, although the cther States at Genoa repudiated 
their debts and confiscated private property. The Powers’ attitude 
towards Roasia is attributed to a desire to defeat Soviet ideals. 
It stresses the impossibility of permanently isolating Ruasiae KR 
paints out the uselessnz3s of credita if the Government is not 
assured of the necessary means to assist production. 

The reply declines to accept any prohibition as regards 
propagenda unless such is illegal, and expresses willingness to 
discuss Russo-Rumasian relations at x0 opportune moment. Russia 
as an unconquered State, objects to the tone adopted towards her 
at Genoa.” 

The reply concludes with ‘an optimistic note as ‘regards the 
3urmounting of differences and reiterates Nussia’s conciliatory 
intentions.

vestment as much as eight per 
cent. interest could ve secured on 
the capital sum, the result would 
be that each Association would 
have $2,000 a year with which to 
render aid to such of their mem- 
bers as need material help. That, 
we should think, would be 
adequate to. meet any calls of 
this nature which they are likely 
to receive. As we pointed out in 
® previous comment on this sub- 
ject, it would not have been the 
wisest plan to erect an ex Service 
men's club from this generous 
grant, as the time might well 
come when there would be few 
ex-Service men here. Sir Paul 
has evidently appreciated that 
point by limiting the grants toa 
period when there will be. no 
occasion to utilise the income in 
thea manner indicated.

Becoming a Habit. 

A few days ago we 
occasion «to «refer to 
leniency of 8, magistrate io 
allowing a case of intimidation 
to ba disposed of by the mere 
estreating of the bail of the ac- 
cused man. Sinee then, the same 
magisirata has followed a like 
course in one of the first prosecu- 
tions for ill-treatment of a 
muitsat subsequent to the 
proclamation. setting forth the 
status of these girl servants. We 
revert to thé subjact becanse we 
cannot help thinking that fartoo 
many cases are daalt with at the 
Potice Court inthis manner. “Tha 
consequence is that offenders 
against: the law know that they 
can escape the full penalty by the 
simple process of not making au 
appearance when their case is 
called. At Home, the general prac- 
tice in serious cases is toregard 
the estreating of bail as a penalty 
for contempt of court, and then 
ta follow up the case by the issu- 
ing of a warrant for the absentee’s 
arrest. In the teas Case, 
teferred to above, a police officer 
made an application for’a warrant, 
but, for some unimaginable reason, 
the request was refused by the 
magistrate. This; in view of the 
seriousness of the charge, was 
distinctly regrettable. A438 wo 
say, this habit of being content 
with the confiscation of bail is 
becoming far toocommon. And 
it is about time a hint were given 
our magistrates fram the proper 
quarter that evasion of the full 
rigours of the law cannot be per- 
mitted by the expedieat of non- 
appearance in court. 

Wu's Programme. 

A day or two ago a message 
from the North stated that Wu 
Pui-foo would mot regard the 
campaign as ended untilhe bad 
captured Chang Tso-lic. That 
would be the surest way 
of eliminating the Super- 
Tuchun of Manchuria, but 
to tackle Chang on his own 
ground suggests that Wu would 
ba exposing himself to the kind 
of risk that caused his adversary’s 
uadsicg. Prudence has can- 
strained the Yangtze commander, 
faccording to a later mosaage, to 
content himaelf witha stipulation 
thas the Manchurian War Lard 
shall retire to the other side of 
the Wall. At the moment the 
position in regard to a continua- 
tion or cessation of hostilities ig 
somewha! obscure. Wu, however, 
isclairning any aim at the 
Presidenct, declares that his 
desire ig to “devote his 
energies to unify China, create 
political harmony between the 
North and the South, abolish 
militarism, revive industry, aod 
win the respect of foreign 
Powers.” That programme is as 
commendable as it is ambitious, 
We only trust that the Marshal 
will bot stop short at the “desire” 
now tha: he’ is im a position to 
roske his influence. felt. 

‘The One Round Expert. 

, Twice had Georges Carpentier 
vanquished the British heavy- 
weizht champion in the frst 
round, Wells and Beckett being 
the victims, while be took only a 
round and half to defeat Jim 
Sullivan, then holder of the 
Lonsdale middle-weight belt.

JAPANESE GIRL, 


—— 


Drowns Herself in Harbour. 


The death af a Japanese girl 
named Hurako Ishiyama, the 1 
year cld adopted daughter of 
Takutaro Ishiyams, proprietor of 
the Iroha Hotel, No. 1 Haufong 
lane, waa the subject of an enquiry 
conducted by the Coroner (Mr. RB. 
E Lindsell) at the Magistracy| 
westerday afternacn. Sitting on 
the Bench with the Coroner was 
Mr. Kuga, Japanese ViceConsal. 

The girl lived with her parents 
in the Iroha Hotel in Wanchai, 
and, as far as ig known, had had 
no quarral with anyone in the 
household on the day before “he- 
death’. The facta, disclosed by 
the evidence of the various wh- 
nesses called, were briefly that 
shortly after 6 pam. on May ith 
the deceased went out, ostensibly 
to post a letter. As she dtd not 
return after 7 c’clock a search was 
made for her by her father and 
her uncle, which went on up tc 
2orS8am. The search proved un- 
availing, A repert was made te 
the police by the girl's uncle, 
Hakeihi Inoue. On the Sth infor- 
mation wag received by the girl's 
father from the Japanese Consul- 
ate that the bodr of his danghter 
had been found floating in the 
harbour. . 

Dr. J. T. Smalky, Government 
Medical Officer in charge of the 
Kowloon Mortuary, gave evidences 
a3 % the post-mortem examination 
He aaid that the girl was Zally 
dressed. There were two bands 
of cloth tied round her thirh:, one 
of them over her clcthes half war 
between the hips and knees and the 
other over. her inmermast garment 
abou? seven inches above the knee. 
Reond the neck there was a double 
turned red cloth tied in. front.

THE DUTCH MERCANTILE 
MARINE. 

In 1921 the Dutch merchant 
fleet was increased by 78 naw 
ships, measuring 288,533. gross 
registered tons, of which 5£ were 
buitt in the Netherlands, 12 in 
Britain, Gin Germany, 3in North 
America, 1 in Denmark, 1 ip 
Swaden and 1 in Belgium, whilst 
24 vwessels,. aggregating S044 
tons gross, were bought sbroad 
and placed under the Dutch flag. 


GERMAN SHIPS AND FREXCH 
‘PORTS. 

Tho French Government's re- 
fusal to allow certain German 
steamers tocall. at French ports 
and the reprisals in Germanys in 
consequence have been the snb- 
ject of camment. The situation 
has been forther strained by the 
fact that the big liner Can 
Polonio, of the Hamburg-Sovth 
American Line was obliged to 
leave out Boulogne on ber‘ first 
teip to South America. The 
German company has now ar- 
ranged that on that vessel's arriv- 
al at Lisbon on the homeward 
joarney such passengers as desire 
jt rosy travel to Paris in one or- 
other of two express trains which 
will leave Lisbon ou the day of 
the vessel's arrival. The steamer 
will also make a special call at 
Rotterdam. It is not known 
whetherany calls will be mado at 
British ports. 

QUICK REPAIRS BY GERMAN | 

YARD. - 

Some time azo the Swedisk 
steamer Wodireth Tham, 5,346 
tons, belonging 'v the Trafikaktie- 
bolaget Granyesb:rg-Orelosund, 
went aground on the Norwegian 
coast and sustained severe dam- 
age to her bottom. Her owners 
invited tenders for the repair ~ 
work, and these were received 
fromm both German acd Swedish 
yards) Altbough the prices 
quoted were about the sama, the 
two German firms stated thar - 
they contd not carry ont the 
work in less than 59 and 65 work- 
ing days respectively, but the 
Gota yard, st Gothenturg, offered 
todo it in 42 days. The latter 
tender was accepted, and the 
Fulrath Tham went into dry 
dock. The contract, howaver,: 
was actually completed in 36 
days, one working week under 
the schedole time. The achiere- 
ment is all the more noteworthy 
when the present depressed state 
of the industry in Sweden is 
taken inte account. 


ADVANTAGES OF THE TURBINE, 
To the marine engineer of 
imagination the invention of the 
turbine was, above all things, a 
comforting promise of freedom 
from the worries attendant on tbe 
care of cranka, crossheads, pistons 
and bearings in the best of reei- 
procating engines. It is of inter- 
est, therefore, to note that the 
propalling machinery of the 
Lutetia (15,000 tons}, one of the 
finest vessels in the fleet of 
the French Compagnie Sud 
Atlentique, consists of the 
Rochambeau system. of com 
bined turbine and reciprocating | 
engines. ‘The steam is taken 
first through tbe latter engines, 
whence it passes directly into 
a low-pressure turbine on a. 
separate shaft, driving ® finer 
pitched screw than that operating 
by the reciprocating machinery. 
There sro two seta of these 
engines, developing a total horse- 
power of 2,400, and capable of 
giving the vessel a-speed of 1854 
knots. There ara 18 cylindrical 
boilers; each fitted with three 
fornaces, and with Howden’s’ 
forced draught; and‘. the cos} 
consamp}ion is about 250 tons per 
24 hours. There were two very 
strong ressous why the Lutetie 
was not adapted for the burning 
of oil fuel, the first being that sho 
was built at St. Nazaire in 1915, 
before thia syetem hed attained 
its present popularity, and tbe 
cost of converting the boilers and” | 
bunker space was, after the war,.
